The King. has been pleased to 
approve that the "Right Hon. sir 
Alexander Adair Roche, one of the 
Lords Justices of Appeal, be ap- 
pointed a Lord of Appeal in 
Ordinary, in succession to the 
Right Hon. Lord Wright, who has 
been appointed Master of the 

Rolls; that the Right Hon. Sir 
Leslie Scott, K.C., be appointed a’ 
Lord Justice of Appeal. s 

Sir Adair Roche, who is 64, has 
‘been a Lord Justice of, Appeal for 
Only 2 year, his elevation from. the 
King’s Bench being announced on 
October 1, 1934. He was made a 
KC. in 1912, and was appointed a 
Judge five years later. ~ 

Sir Leslie Scott, who will be 66 
at the end of this month, ‘was 
Conservative M.P. for the Exchange 
Division of Literpoci from’ 1910 to 
1929. During the last six months - 
of the Codlltion Government: in’ 
1922 he ‘held office as Solicitor-. 
General. In 1928 Sir Leslie went 
te India to advise the Princes re-' 
garding their‘legal, and constitu- 
tional position with the Indian 
Commission. His fee is stated: to. 
hiave-been one of the highest ever 
paid to a lawyer—It'is belleved'to 
have totatled. £70,000.”

“While the eye of the world’ is 
focussed on the” Italo-Ethopian 
war, and ‘grave as the situation 
may be, one must, however, not lose 
sight of the strained relationship 
between Japan and China in tha 
North. °” 
‘Japan has once again presented 


| a set of demands to North China 


officials, and these, coming 50 
shortly after the settlement of the 
.Charhar Incident in ‘the early part. 
of July this year, should give much 
food for thought to those having 
vested. interests in China. 

We do not wish to appear toa 
pessimistic, but the attitude of thre 
Sapanese Military power, since the 
formation .of the puppet . state 
under Emperor Pu Yi, inclines us 
tw the view that Japan would not 
rest ‘contented unless and until 
North China ig made. part and 
parcel of Manchukuo, 

Geographically speaking, North 
China is necessary to Manchukuo, 
but ‘the Japanese claims that, with- 
cut financial assistance from her. 
the vasy resources of North ‘China 
would remain undeveloped. And 
that 1t 1s only for this reason that 
Japun 1s so anxious to separate 
North China" from Nanking. This 
may of may not be the"true ob- 
jective, but one “thing is certain 
that Japan has so far shown no 
sincerity in her avowed policy to 
help China along to a stable 
government. Under one pretext or 
the other, Japan may wrest North 
China from Nanking, and whether 
the achievement of her object 
would bring any profit, to herself 
{s @ problem well worth the study. 

Japun has always maintained, 
‘and it is not without reason, that 
China 1s’ divided into two parts, 
namely the South-West Political 
(Council, headed by General Chan 
‘Chat Tong, and the ' Nationalist 
Government, of which Marshal 
Chiang Kai Shek is the head. 
Japan 1s also aware ot the fact 
that Chiang . Kai ek’s power 
would be teduced to a’ minimum if 
deprived of support from the 
Chekiang Financtal Group, headed 
by T. V. Soong and his clique. It 
is also common knowledge that this 
same group is not giving the same 
measure of support to Chiang Kal 
Shek us heretofore. : 

Therefore what better oppor- 


tunity ts there and it is not likely 
that: the Nationalist Government |. 


would oppose to any action which 
Japan may take in the North. 
Japati may annexe North China, 
but we question the wisdom of such 
a policy. Already Manchukuo ts 
proving ‘an enormous burden to 
Japan, and although the economi- 
cal and agricultural resources of 
North China are far more potential 
than those of Manchukuo, still 
Jdpan would be confronted with 
the problem of finding a profitable 
murke for the mineral optput and 
agricultural produce of 
China, - aa: ; 
We take coal, for instance. 
dapanese coal 1s mow running a

And if North China comes under
